Bankers see a 
bright future... if

We've all been hearing the current ad- 
ministration in Washington brag about the 
rise of the economy. But we've also heard the 
■ challengers in this electon year disparage 
these'claims and say that things are really no 
better than they were in 1980, and in fact, 
some say they are worse. 

The heads of two of Antioch's financial in- 
stitutions have their own ideas, not only 
about the national economy but about the 
local one, right here in Antioch. 

The new president of the First National 
Bank, Ted Axton said, "I'm very en- 
thusiastic about this community and was 
surprised' and most pleased to find it as 
financially active in the winter as it is." 

Axton was referring to the fact that he had 

always thought that Antioch mostly thrived 

, on the summer visitors to the Chain'O Lakes. 

Axton said that his experience as a 

newcomer is that business as a Whole was up 

in 1983 and the businessmen he has talked to 

-expect— it-to-keep_cisirig_as the warmer 

wedther approaches. 

Nationally the outlook is about the same he 
added, as long as government doesn't throw 
any monkey wrenches into the future finan- 
cial picture. 

"If people are left to make their own 
decisions in terms of what they want from 
their lifestyle, business etc., the economy 
will be in far better shape than if a super 
government try s to make those decisions for 
— them," He~sard; ■ r* — £= 



"But people should remember that if they 
want the personal attention that only a com- 
munity-bank can give, they musl support the 
bank in their community," Axton said. 

In simple words he meant that loan money; 
at a low interest rate, will not be availabe 
unless people put money into a bank in the 
form of deposits. .

Axton sees a better financial state, for all if 
government encourages businesses to ex- 
pand by keeping business taxes down. 

He mentions tine widespread fear in 
banking circles of what could happen if the 
foreign countries who are in debt to big 
American banking. concerns default on their 
payments. 

This would cause a negative impact on the 
prime rate by making loan money scarce 
and driving the interest rates back up. 

He also said that the. economy would 
benefit from an increase in defense spending 
but this would be only a temporary thing 
since money spent oh non-productivity is just 
a shot-in-the-arm to the economy and will 
produce inflationary pressures in the long 
run. 

Axton is strong in his belief in the com- 
munity bank versus banking conglomerates.

people were there to hear about the merger 

possibilities. 

Hogan said that some were there to ex- 
press their, dissent while many droppped in 
from other activities, going on at the school 
just to listen in. 

In speaking of the possibility of a tax raise 
for the district's electors, Hogan said, "Since 
the increase of tax payers that do not have 
kids in school, it would be hard to get a 
referendum raising taxes passed in the 
Grass Lake or any other school district in the 
United States." 

Information contained in the question and 
answer list included the fallowing pertinent 
facts. * 

The average tax rate of. the two schools is 
higher than the present Grass Lake rate. 

The tax rate to be used in the case of a 
merger would have to be determined by both 
boards and put on the referendum ballot. 

On the question of state aid, the passage of 
House Bill 814 would prevent any decrease 
for the new district for the first three years. 
^ There would be a savings on Grass Lake's 
utility' costs since the portable classroom, 
which is electrically'heated, would probably 
be closed. 

About two-thirds of the graduates from 
Lotus School would go to Grant High School 
unless a legal change was made. 

At the present time, Grass Lake has 1,121 
electors and Lotus,* 987, so if all of the Grass 
Lake voters were against the merger, it 
could be squelched, even if all Jhe Lotus 



School voters, the school that proposed the 
merger, voted for it. 

Lotus has indicated that it wanted con- 
solidation with Grass Lake because both 
schools are similar in size, assessed 
valuation, distance, size of debt, quality of 
education. 

Presently, Lotus is operating in the black, 
but the steady decrease in enrollment could 
change that unless the school either com- 
bines classes or merges with another district 
such as Grass Lake. 

The general consensus is that both school 
building would be utilized after any merger 
and a set of new w policies wold be set up for 
the new school district. 

Hogan said that the merger has the poten- 
tial to . improve the quality of education 
because of the options supplied by multiple 
grade sections. 

Hogan told his teaching staff about the 
proposal immediately. The report says that 
the staff of Lotus School was apprehensive, 
having not been told of their board's request 
right away. 

-Presently the assessed valuation per pupil 
at Lotus is $ 161 ,000; a nd Grass Lake $89,000. 

According to the report, a merger would 
find the students -in the new district each 
having over $100,000 behind them, an in- 
crease for Grass Lake and a decrease for 
Lotus. 

The status of Lotus School Supt., Wayne 
Tidd, who could not be reached for comment 
at press time, would be up to both boards. 

Hogan has five years until his retirement.
